It 
is a good thing from every standpoint 
to commemorate in striking form, UK 
deeds that made Lakes Champlain and 
George famous !i colonial and revolu- 
tionary days, and again 'n the war of 
1812. There is a peculiar appropria- 
teness in placing a monument on the 
line of these two lakes forming a high- 
way of warfare followed by the war 
parties of Indians, of colonial troops, 
of French and British, and finally of
